Dear City Council Members: 

The dismissal of City Administrator James B. 
Turner by the majority of the City Council comes to our 
organization as a shock. While our individual members 
may not always agree with either the City Adminis- 
trator or with the City Council, we have appreciated the 
progress that has been made in the 17 years of Mr. 
1 Turner’s service. In particular, we look at some of the 
great projects that have been accomplished under his 
leadership. These include the acquisition of the land 
from the University of California, on which our present 
Civie Center was built; the Solano Avenue street im- 
provements and beautification; the San Pablo Avenue 
special assessment district and new lighting; the re- 
cent completion of the new City General Plan after two 
years of work; the acquisition of many acres of new 
park lands on Albany Hill at no cost to the City; and, the 
recent purchase of land for the recreation department 
from the University of California in conjunction with 
the new Middle School land acquisition. 

All of the above have been accomplished under the 
guidance and direction of Jim Turner. Régardless of 
how greatly qualified otherwise, it would take a new 
administrator years of application and effort io de-

At every meeting of the Albany Council, it is 
noticeably apparent the Council 'depends on Mr. 
Turner's advice and direction in making important 
decisions. The citizens and taxpayers of Albany can ill 
afford to lose his extremely valuable services. 

The City’s finances are in excellent shape due to a 
healthy business community, with no vacancies avail- 
able on either Solano or San Pablo Avenues. We have 
never heard of any accusation of Mr. Turner being 
Incompetent or of »cing insubordinate to the direction 
of the Councils action. 

In the unaminous opinion of the Directors of the 
Albany Chamber of Commerce, we firmly believe Jim 
Turner to be a top grade administrator who is irreplac- 
able as far as Albany is concerned, ; 

We urge the City to reverse their acceptance of his 
forced resignation, and get back to the business of 
making Albany the most desirable to live and work in 
the Bast Bay.

Vaccination 
clinic for 
rabies set 


ALBANY — A rabies vac- 
cination clinic for dogs will 
be conducted June 12, from 2 
to 5 p.m., in the area at the 
rear of the Albany High 
School, according to Ellen 
Zapata, city treasurer. 

Ms. Zapata cited the fol- 
lowing rules governing the 


program: 
DOGS MUST BE ON A 
LEASH, at least four 


months old and accom- 
panied by a person over 12 
years old. The vaccination 
is good for two years. It is 
given by a local veterina- 
rian who volunteers his time 
at the clinic. , 

For the convenience of 
Albany residents, dog 
licenses will be sold at the 
clinic. The license is $5 for 
the 1977-78 year. If your 
animal has been spayed or 
neutered, the cost is $2.50. 
You must show proof from 
the veterinarian who per- 
formed the surgery in order 
to qualify for the half-price 
license fee. If the animal has 
been registered with us pre- 
viously as spayed or neu- 
tered, no proof is necessary. 

Dog licenses will be sold in 
the City Treasurer’s office, 
City Hall, beginning June 13 
through July 31, 1977. You 
may obtain your license by 
MAIL by including the re- 
quired proof along with your 
remittance. After July 31, 
all renewals are subject toa 
penalty of $5 per dog. _ 

The fee is $2 per vaccina- 
tion. _

Unions involved in the 
talks are the Albany 
Teachers’ Association 
(ATA), the California 
School Pa Associa- 
tion (C.S.E.A.), Chapter 
679, and the United Public 
Employees (U.P.E.) Local 
390. 


“And to facilitate mat- 
ters,’”’ McCully added, “the 
regularly scheduled board 
sessions on June 14 and 28 
have been moved up to June 
9 and 21. Too, copies of the 
proposals are available at 
the district office at 804 Tal- 
bot and at all school sites for 

ersons desiring detailed in- 
ormation.”’ 

In the three-part proposal 
submitted by the TA, the 
teachers “urge the Board of 
Trustees to improve the 
teachers’ salary schedule 
by an overall six percent; 
that the board pay for the 
increased costs of fringe be- 
nefits (Kaiser, Blue Cross 
0.D.S. and Cal Vision), and 
finally that the board pro- 
vide for a modest medical 
program for qualified re- 
tired teachers. 

“Based upon the total cost 
of the teachers’ salaries 
from the adjusted budget 
for the current year,” the 
ATA noted, ‘‘a six percent 
increase would cost approx- 
imately $131,000; fringe be- 
nefit increases would be ap- 
proximately $15,000; and a 
medical program for re- 
tired teachers would 
amount to about $16,000. 

An eight-page proposal 
submitted by Local 390 of 
the U.P.D., whose members 
include maintenance, cus- 
todial and safe workers, 
asks for ‘ta $125 per month 
flat increase to each 
employee's salary range, an 
increase in night- 
differential pay of 25-cents 
per hour, a cot 
salary increase adjuste 
gusctetly, and an increase 
in car allowance of $50. 

The C.S.E.A. contract 
proposal for the 1977-79 
school year is a 97-page 
document containing a list 
of 31 major categories of 
discussion, a two-page table 
of contents and a seven- 
page appendix. Salary 
proposals for the office 
workers range from $3.33 to 
$5.89 per hour.

“As a result, there is a 
prevailing fear and insec- 
urity among city employes 
and working conditions 
rapidly are becoming into- 
lerable.” 

The statement also al- 
leged that because of the 
three council members’ ac- 
tions ‘“‘Fear and insecurity 
are spreading through the 
business community. This is 
contrary to the continuance 
of a healthy business cli- 
mate. 

“Albany benefits greatly 
from tremendous economic 
and tax benefits provided by 
the business community, 
and council members must 
not act with disregard for 
this important part of the 
community.” 


It concluded by alleging’ 


that the three council mem- 
bers .. . have not been fis- 
cally diligent in the use of 
city funds. 

‘wo councilmen servin; 
with Jackson, Gleason an 
Griffin — Robert Luoma 
and Lewis Howell — are not 
targets of the recall com- 
mittee. 

Interviewed at the time 
the recall petitions were 
filed with the State of 
California, Mrs. Mulhall re- 
plied, in response to a query 
on why the recall “‘is being 
filed at this time,” that: 
“Recent actions by the 
council majority (Jackson, 
Gleason and Griffin) make 
it impossible to continue to 
evaluate them as moderate. 
They have arrogantly proc- 
laimed their ds a yd for 
a new Albany,’ and have 
demonstrated that nothing 
and no one will be allowed to 
stand in the way of the crea- 
tion of this new Albany. 

“Historically, Albany has 
always been different in out- 
look from our neighboring 
City of Berkeley. We see no 
reason for that to change, 
and omy believe steps 
must be taken immediately 
to prevent it. 

“Between now and next 
April’s regular city election 
the present City Council 
majority will have control of 
$4 million in taxpayers’ 
money and will determine 
how that money is spent.” 

“We are convinced that 
we represent the majority of 
the citizens of Albany, citi- 
zens who have lost confi- 
dence in the council major- 
ity.

The original Memorial 
Fund was founded by rela- 
tives and friends of Elliott II 
who died in 1970, shortly be- 
fore his twentieth brithday.

A scholarship in his name

And 
since September 1974, when 
the transbay tube opened, 
over 36,000,000 trips have 
been made on BART bet- 
ween East and West Bay 
communities.

SAN FRANCISCO — A 
voluntary test program that 
will allow Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company to turn 
off home air conditioners by 
remote control in order to 
save energy will begin soon 
in the Fresno and Pleasant 
Hill-Concord areas, PG&E 
announced today. 


Several hundred residen- 
tial customers are being 
mailed letters to determine 
their interest in participat- 
ingin the experiment, which 
would hae the utility to 
turn off air conditioners 
briefly during periods of 
nigh electricity demand, 
PG&E said. In return, par- 
ticipating customers would 
get a discount on their 
monthly utility bills. 


About 150 customers in 
each of the two areas will be 
selected as volunteers to 
have remote control devices 
placed on their central air 
conditioning systems. 


The program is expected 
to reveal how much electri- 
cal demand could be re- 
duced during ‘‘peak 
periods’”’ through wide- 
spread use of the devices 
and to gauge customer reac- 
tion, PG&E said. If success- 
ful, the voluntary conserva- 
et pre could be of- 
fered to other PG&E cus- 
tomers to help reduce the 
need for construction of new 
electric generating 
facilities. 


Only customers receiving 
letters from the compan: 
will be eligible to partici- 
pate in the project, PG&E 
said, The test equipment is 
scheduled to be installed 
and in operation in mid- 
June. 


The program is being 
conducted in cooperation 
with the California Public 
Utilities Commission and 
the California Energy Re- 
sources Conservation and 
Development Commission.
